This decision is in response to applicants' "Response to Notification of Missing 
Requirements," filed in the United States Patent and Trademark Office on 21 September 2005. 

On 23 June 2005, the Office mailed Notification of Missing Requirements (Form 
PCT/DO/EO/905) indicating that an oath or declaration in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .497(a)-(b) 
was required. It indicated that the declaration submitted by applicants did not identify the 
application to which it was directed and required the fee for late submission of the oath or 
declaration.
